Tat celcbRited antlior of tb« Pilpim'i Viagra* wat hon, 
A.n. 1638, at EUtow, a umU rillace near Bedford. Ilia ik- 
Aer earned hw brad bf tbe low occopatioD of a tinker i bat 
be bore a fair cbaiacter, and took cure that hii'ioa, wbomke 
bron^t np t» tbe Nune baiinen, abonld be taogbt to nad mm! 
write. We are told indeed, Ibat be qnkkly forgot all be h«d 
kamrd, tbrongh bii eictreme prodigac; : yet it ia probaUe, 
that be retained to nncb aa envied bim to recoTcr tbe reat. 
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when his mind becnoK better duposed; and thai it vw my 
useful to him ia the snlwequent part of hia life.. 

Id carljp youth he was twice preserred from the most im- 
miDent danger of drowning: And being a soldier in the par- 
liament's aimy at the seige of I^lceater, A.D. 1645, be was 
drawn ont to atand centinel ; but one of hia comrades, baring 
by bis own desire lakea bis'tJace,«as shot through the bead 
on bia post ; and Ibas Bungan was reserred b; the alt-dia- 
pOBiDg haod of God far better purposes. He seems, however, 
to have made progressire adrances in wickedness, and to 
hare become a ring-leader in evtrj. kind of profanenesa and 



His caicor of vice at length receireda consSdeiable cheek, in 
conseqnence of his marriage with thedaagfater of a person who 
had been very reUgioiu in his way, and remarkably bold in re- 
proving vice, Init who waa then dead. His wife's disronrse to 
him caucerning her bthcr's piety eieited him to go regalarly 
to church; m>d as sbe brought him, for her whole portion, 7Xa 
Jptueticttjf Pi»tg,aadTht plain MaiifiPeitlhviagloBtaMm, 
be employed bimsdf frequently in reading these books. 
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This new Utcotkiii to rdipon wai, bowerer, iDcffcctail to 
■he refbrmition of hii eoaduct: and while be iru proceeding 
in hi* wretched conne of iln, ■ wonao of veiy bid duncter 
Tcprmetl him with great icTeTitf for prohne iweanDg; de. 
dving lo the itrDii^t eiprenioiu, thit he exceeded la it all 
■MO ibe had ercr heard. Thi* made hint greati; athamed, 
when he reflected that he wm too vile eren ft>r inch a bad 
woman to radure: ao that from that time be bcfao to break off 



He waa, bowerer, reluctant to part with hh irrelifiaai ano- 
datet and vain pleamre*; tiU the converntloD of a poor man, 
wbo came iu hii way, lodnced bim to read the BiUe, eapeeially 
the preceptive mi hiitorieal parti of 11 : and tbia put him 
apoa an entire refonnation uf Ui condnct ; lo that bis neitb. 
boon were sreatl; Mloniahed at the change. Id tUi manner 
he went on for about a year; «t MnetiBW* ntiifled wltb hin. 
adf, and at athera diitremd with f^ara and comcioBfneai of 
gnilt. Indeed he leemB ever after to have eonsidered all these 
convlctioni and deiiree •• wholly orifinaUa^ from natnnl prio-

After variant flnctnatioBa In hii retif^at coone, Mr> 
JBmyaB became acqluiDted vith Hr. Oijffbrd, an Antipiedo- 
baptiit miniiter at Bedford, whose connraatton wa« very n»B> 
ful tobim: yet he was in aome rci^ecti more diacooraged than 
erCT, hj fuller discoveriea of those erila in hia heart, whidi be 
had >ot befbre natieed ; and hj doubts ccmceming the trwth of 
the aciiplurea, which hii entire ignorance of tlie eridences hj 
which they an moit completely antbeaticated, rendered dnrablj 
perplcicing to him. He irat, however, at length rdiered by a 
aermqn he heud un the lore of ChriBt; though the gioondi on 
which he derived tatiibction and enconr^femest frran it, are 
not TOy accurately itated. — Sooa after this he was admitted, 
by adnll baptism, a membei of Hr. Gifibrd'a dinidi, AD. 
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1655, bdag then tweatj-Boai yfn oX ag^e; and after b little 
thue, be WW eameftly denied br tbe cODgr^itioii to expound 
or pte«cb, in ■ manner which icciutaDiKrT smoDg tbe Disgen* 
ten, u a preparetion to the miniitiT. For ■ while be reaiated 
their importonit;, nuder a deep aenae of bia ineompeteiMy ^ 
but at len|^ be was pmailed npoa 1« ape^k in a amall coni- 
pany, which be did fre&tljr to tbeir latiabction and edification. 
Having been thna proved Ibr ■ eonaiderable tlmi^he was at 
length called forth, and aet apart by faating and prttyer to tbe 
ministerial office, which be executed with futfafalaega and anc- 
txaa dnring a long conne of yean j tbougfa frequently with tlia 
gretUeat trepidntioQ ud inward diaqnietnde. 

Aa he was bapticed in lAU, and Impriaoned in 1660, )h 
csnid not bare been long eng^ed in tbe work when tbe latter 
event took place: and it doea not appear whether be obtained 
■ ttatedempIoyinentuaBtinista'; or whether he only preached 
occawoDBlly, and continued to work at hia trade j aa numy 
DiEaentera very landably do, when called to mlniater among 
poor people, that they " may not be burdenaome to them." — 
Previonaly however to the rat«>tMn of Chariea II. wben the 
dmrdiea were prindpaUy ftDed by thote, who bare aince beea 
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XTl 

diitingaiahcd m non-iwitfomutij he was expected to pnach 
hi a chnrch newCMBbridp; and a (tndentof that uniTenitjr, 
not TCnurkdilc Iter ■obrict]', obaemug a eoncoorte of people, 
«■■ induced bf corioeity to bear ' the tinker prate;' bat the 
diaconne made an tmeipeded imprenioii on bia mind, bt cm- 
,.brMed every fatnre opportnnity of beariog Hr. itmyoa, and 
at lei^rtb became an eminent preacbet in CanAridgeibire. 

. ffben Ote Matwatioii look place; and, cmtraiy to equity, 
engagemenli, and loiind p<^icy, Ibe tan were framed and exe* 
cnted witb a aererity endeatly intended to esdnde erety man, 
who Krapled the leait tittle of the doctjriiie, liturgy, ditdptioe, 
w gofenunent of the eitidiliahed ehnrch, Mr. £Majwn vu one 
of the first that enffacd by them: for being coorageoni ud 
nnreserred, he vent on ia hia miniatmal work without any 
diigniae; uid Nor. 12, 166(1, be wai appreboided by a wamnt 
from Jnitice Wingali, at Uaiiii^tDii, near Bedford, with uxty 
other peiBone, and coninitted to the connty jail. Security waa 
offered for bii appeannce at die ■etaioosi bat it waa refbaed, 
al bla inretiea woald not conaent that be aboold be tealricted 
firom preachiag. Hevaiaccordioglyconfined till the qoarter- 
aeanons, when hii indictment itated, * That JeAn Bungan, of 
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' ik town of Bedford, iBboorer, had itvilltUf uid petnfeiotulf 

< ■bthuDCd from coming to cburch to bear diTiiie taviee; and 
' wu a cammon upboUcr of lerend aaUvfal meetings and 

< conrentidei, to the great dUtnTbanen and dUtraetloH at the 
' good lalqecta of lliii kingdom, contrary to tliie Inn of oar 
* (OTereign Lord Ote King.' The beta charged apoD faim in 
tlila abanrd indictment were oerer proved ; u do witoeeMS 
irere pn>diieed. He bad coafened in conieiiation with tbe 
■DagistratM, that he va* a diurnter, and bad preached; tbeM 
words being canaidered aa equivalent to coniiclion were re- 
corded againBt himj and aa be rcfancd to cmifbrm, be ««i md- 
tenced to perpetual bamabment. TbU sentence indeed wu not 
execnted: bnt he wai confined in Bedfbrd jail more tban 
twelve jean, notwiflnlanding arreral attempt! were made to 
obtain bia delivaanee. 

' Dnriag this tediona impriaonment, or at Icaat part of it, 
he had no booka, except a Bible and Fox'* Martyrology ; yet 
IbuB clrcumalaoced, be penned the Pilgrim'a Pnignm, and 
many other treatiaea! He waa only thirty-two yean of age 
when be wm impriaoiKd ; he had spent bia youth In the most 
diaadvantageons manner imaginable ; and be bad been no mora 
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t Bed/on], ukI 1cm 
tunc a pi«acbfr of Ihc goapel ; yet in this (dioired bII^ott 
he appean to have been moat intimately aeqaainted with aU 
tbe variety of characten, which miiuitns, long emphiyn] in 
the lacred aervice, and emineat for jndfineiit and aagacity, 
have obaerved amoDg prafeaaon ot oppoaeri of cran^dical 
tratbl 

Id the laat year of hia impriaoiiiDeDt, (AJ). IRTl)) he wai 
cboaea pastes of the diiaentiDf church at Bedford j thon^ it 
doei not appear what opportnoity fae coaU baTe of exerciuas 
hia paatoral office, except within the prcciocta of the jail. He 
wu bowerer liberated lOon after, through the good office! of 
Dr. BarlOK, Biahap of lincoln, after maiij frailleH attempla 
lad been made for that pnrpoae. Thoa terminated bii tediona, 
aevcre, and eren illegal ImpriaoiimeDt, which had given him 
■bondsnt opportnnity for the exerdae of patience and meek- 
new; and which aeems to have been over-mled both tbr hia 
own ipiritnal impn»emeBt, and the Wtbemice of the goipel } 
by leading him to atodyiBod to form babiti of cloae reflectiiKi, 
and accarale iamtigation of rarioot iBbjecU, in order to pen 
his tereral treainei: when probably be wonld neither harc- 
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IbonKlit w dceplr, noi wdtten n well, IimI be been Uok it 
MK and at Hberty. 

A ibort time after Ui enlargeninit^ be built ■ meeting 
borne at Bedford, by tbe ndnnterf contribDlioM of huMindi; 
and beie lie itatedly preached to large BuditaneB, till hu death, 
witbout meeting with any remarkable moleitation. — He naed 
to come up to London ererf jrcar, where be preached amoi^ 
Ibe DOaeonfoimnta with great acceptance; and it ii laid thai 
Dr. Own frequently alteoded on theae occaelona, and ex- 
|limiil bii approbation in verf decided langni^. He like^ 
wiae made italfd drcuili into other parts of England; tod 
■DJinated hi* bretbren to bear the croM patiently, to obey God 
rather Una man, and to leave all conieqaeBces wltt him. Ha 
wai at the tame thne peculiarly attentire to the temporal want* 
of Aoae who nlhred ftw conacienee-iake, nd of the liek or 
afflicted : and he employed hi) influence very inccesafnlly, in 
recottcillng diffireiicea among profeiaon of the goepet, and thua 
prercnting diigraecfal and bnrdenaome Ut^tiona. — He wa* 
very esact In ftmily-rel^uHi, and tbe initmction of hi* children) 
being priocipally coDcerocd for their apiritHal intereiti, and 
•omparatird J indifferent abont their temporal proapoHy. He 
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Aeicfbre rtrrlinrfl tbe liberal praponl of s weillli; dtiten of 
Sjmiom, to lake fail wni ■■ an apprentice witbont anf prnniiuii, 
uying, ■ God did not tend me to adTance m; bnuly but to 
* )»each tbe pnpel j' — probaUf diilikio j tbe bniiDcai or ritna. 
lion, u nnikvouiable to piety. 

Id tbe year USB, he tnA a journey in very bad areatbtf 
froB London to Reading, Berks, to make np a bnadi iMtween 
afttberandbia aoDiwithwbonihehadionieacqoaintanoei and 
bariog bappily efiecled bia last work and labour of lore, be i» 
turned to hia lod^np on SooiT'liill apparently in piod health, 
but very wet with the heaTy rain that wa> then (ailing : and 
•oon after be waa idzei with a fever, which in ten d^i termi- 
nated bia oaeful life. He bore hia malady with grcAt patlenea 
and compoanre, and died in a very comfbrtahle and triumphant 
maaner, Aug. 31, 1688, aged aixty yean ; after having exer- 
ciied hia niniatTyabont thirty-two. He liei buried in Buuhill 
I^eldaj wIktc a tomb-ilone to hia memory may itill be aeeni^— 
He wa« twice married: by hia fint wife, he had four duldren, 
MM of which, a daa^ter named Mary who waa blind, died 
before hhn. He waa awrried la hia aetoad wife A J>. 1658^ 
two yean belbre Ilk in^tiaoDBent, by wbont he aeema not to 
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hne ktd anj childicD. Sbe Murirod Mm iboat foar jemii 
ConccniDB the otha bnmcbei of hi* fiunily wc bare not becB 
■ble to gun an; iafomation. 

Ur. Smqwi wu tall and broad let, tbongfa nM corpnlenti 
ke had a mdd; complexkm, with mparkliaf eyn, Btid bair Is- 
cliBing to rad, but hi hii old a^ spriDklcd vilh f rcy. Hia 
whole appearance vai [dain, and hii dnai alwayg aimple and 
uDaflected.— He pabliAed liily tjaeti, which equalled the 
rnnnber of jean he llTed. The Pil^m'i FrogreH had pa«ed 
Ihrangfa more than tllj edition* in 17S4. 

His chaiacter ieenu to ban been nniftmnly (ood, from flie 
tioae when be waa brousht acqaaioted with the bUsMd ^oipel 
of Cbriati and though hia coanteoance waa rather ateni and 
hii manner rough ; yet he «ai very mild, modat, and affkble, 
in bii bebariour. He was backward to apeak mnch, except on 
particular oeeaiioni, and remarkably areree to boaating ; itady 
to aabmlt to the judgment of otben, and diiposed to forgire 
Injnriea, to follow peace wilh all men, aod to employ himself 
ai a peace-maker : yet be waa steady to bis principles, and bold 
la repronng sin wilhont icspect of poaons;— Many alandert 
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wCTc wpntd amotnng U« daiinf tbc eonne of fail minittfy, 
Mne of which he rafoted} Otej hftre bowcTEr all died amy ( 
uid no osc now pi«tcnd« t» mj aay tfai"| to fai* diMdranUfC, 
except M a flm attadinKnt to hit rdifknu ci«ed aod piMticc 
hubMBcdled bigob}} and aa the accoant gina of hi* ova 
•spCTiMGc haa been Boaandcntood or w iafcp reawlcd.
